Appreciation 
Of  Music  To 
Be  Taught 

\  short  couiae  in  music  appre- 
ciation will  be  offered  by  the  Cen- 
ter to  the  general  public,  begin- 
ning Monday  flight,  March  21,  at 
8:00  o'cIock  and  continuing  through 
6  successive  weekly  meetings  of 
an  hour  and  a  half  each. 

Designed  to  improve  the  average 
individual's  enjoyment  of  all  kinds 
of  music,  Lh;  course  will  begin 
with  the  raw  material  and  basic 
rhythmic  patterns  and  go  into 
basic  dance  rhythms,  melodic  pat- 
terns, folk  song  and  art  song, 
harmony,  polyphonic  music  and 
tone  color.  7.  he  course  will  be 
taught  by  Mis.  Eleanor  Crockett 
Watts  of  206  West  Packard  St., 
Fort  Wayne,  whose  musical  train- 
ing includes  work  at  the  University 
of  Michigan,  Mary  Manse  College 
of  Toledo,  The  American  Conserva- 
tory of  Music  at  Chicago  and  ex- 
tensive experience  with  public 
school  music  and  adult  work  along 
this  line.  Mrs.  Watts  has  also  been 
active  in  local  community  music 
activities,  particularly  the  Phil- 
harmonic Women's  Committee. 

A  brief  of  the  content  scheduled 
for  each  of  the  C  meetings  is: 

1.  What  makes  music  tick?  The 
raw  materials  of  music,  Basic 
rhythmic  pa+t-.-rps,  American  In- 
dian and  Negr  ■■  rhythms.  Let's  go 
along  with  Gershwin  and  "I  Got 
Rhythm." 

2.  Shall  we  dance?  More  sophis- 
ticated rhythm  patterns,  the  march, 
the  waltz,  syncopated  rhythms  and 
modern  dance  music. 

3.  There'?  a  sjng  in  the  air.  Mel- 
ody defined,  melodic  patterns,  two 
tone,  three  Lone  and  four  tone  mel- 
odies from  the  cuckoo  call  through 
the  Merry  Widow  Waltz  to  Faust's 
Soldiers'  Ch<»ru3. 

4.  Sing  Samel  bin'  Simple.  Prin- 
ciples of  the  simple  song  form. 
Folk  songs  defined,  representative 
examples,  art  song  and  how  it  is 
different  from  folk  ^song,  better 
examples  of  art  song. 

5.  Accentuate  the  harmony. 
Harmony,  laism  officer  between 
rhythm  and  melody,  polyphonic 
music,  round  singing.  Let's  com- 
bine different  melodies.  Recogni- 
tion of  simple  harmonies.  Discus- 
sion and  examples  of  major  and 
minor  modes, 

6.  Tone  Color.  How  to  recognize 
the  various  tones  of  the  orchestral 
instruments,  vhe  voices  of  the  per- 
cussion, bras3,  woodwind,  and 
string  sections.  How  a  symphonic 
orchestra  works. 

Registrations  will  be  accepted 
immediately  and  up  to  the  begin- 
ning of  the  course  at  the  registra- 
tion office  in  the  Purdue  Center 
at  Jefferson  and  Barr  streets.  The 
cost  of  the  six  lecture-demonstra- 
tions will  be  ?3.00.

RIVETS  COME  HOME 
LOADED  WITH  BEAR 


Fort  Wayne  Center's  Rivets  had 
little  difficulty  capturing  the  "Ted- 
dy Bear"  Trophy  in  the  Purdue 
Gymnasium  at  Lafayette,  defeat- 
ing the  Indianapolis  five  68-17  to 
take  the  first  Inter-Center  Tourna- 
ment, Sunday  night.  The  winners 
had  taken  their  first  round  game 
from  the  Muncie  Center  in  the  af- 
ternoon by  the  score  of  72-18  after 
the  capital  city  squad  had  walked 
off  with  the  first  game,  beating 
the  Lapoi'te-Mieliigan  City  entry 
33-26. 

Coach  Bill  Twitchell  used  a'll  11 

members  of  his  squad  in  each  game, 
making  most  of  his  substitutions 
by  inserting  five  new  men  at  one 
time.  The  ball  handling  and  shoot- 
ing skill  of  the  Rivets  was  the 
main  difference  although  some  ad- 
vantage, principally  on  rebounds, 
came  from  the  two  inch  height  ad- 
vantage which  Fritz  Schulz'  six 
feet  four  held  over  the  rest  of 
the  field.  The  Fort  Wayne  super- 
iority didn't  seem  to  suffer,  how- 
ever, even  when  Fritz  was  not  in 
the  lineup.  The  edge  must  be  laid, 
not  only  to  Twitch's  skill  and  the 
calibre  of  his  ball  players,  but  to 
the  fact  that  Bill  is  the  only  coach 
giving  full  time  to  athletic  activ- 
ities, the  availability  of  a  gym  and 
the  rugged  schedule  which  Twitch- 
ell laid  out  for  his  team  this  year. 
The  local  lads  took  on  all  comers 
in  the  area  and  got  much  out  of 
the  scrapping  it  out  with  the  best 
opposition  available.  With  only 
four  of  the  eleven  man  squad  com- 
ing to  Twitch  from  high  school 
regulars  and  only  one  of  these  on 
the  starting  five,  the  boys  have 
shown  a  remarkable  development 
during  the  season. 

The  high  points  per  game  honor, 
was  gathered  by  Fred  Schulz  with 
19  in  the  first  game  and  for  the 
second  contest  Beerman  was  high 
with  13,  followed  by  Schulz  and 
Smith  at  12  each,  Augenstein 
counting  11  and  Teeple  adding  9 
points.  Baker  was  high  for  India- 
napolis with  6  points  but  had  inel- 
igibility not  taken  its  toll,  coach 
Nick  Relich  might  have  provided 
another  high  scorer  for  the  game 
and  given  the  Rivets  a  tougher 
battle.  The  one  close  game  of  the 
tournament  was  the  first,  between 
Indianapolis  and  coach  Fred  Lisar- 
elli's  Laporte-Michigan  City  team. 
This  contest  was  a  see-saw  affair 
until  the  boys  from  the  capital 
forged  into  a  commanding  lead  in 
the  last  7  minutes  going  on  to  win 


33-26.  Coach  Dick  Beeson's  Muncie 
team  handled  the  ball  well  in  their 
game  with  Fort  Wayne,  but  were 
no  match  for  speed  and  shooting 
of  the  Red  Hot  Rivets. 

The  games  were  played  before 
about  150  fans,  the  largest  delega- 
tion representing  Fort  Wayne  with 
a  few  more  than  all  other  Centers 
combined.  The  followers  of  the 
other  three  teams  and  the  crowd 
from  the  T.  E.  D.  Office  on  the 
campus  made  up  most  of  tiie  re- 
maining witnesses.  A  small  num- 
ber of  former  Fort  Wayne  Center 
students,  now  on  the  campus,  were 
there  to  enjoy  the  spree,  but  the 
general  deficiency  in  English  must 
still  plague  us  in  view  of  the  small 
number  who  either  read  the  Ex- 
ponent or  understood  the  announce- 
ments at  the  ball  games  there  or 
over  WBAA. 

■While  many  coaches  pointed  out 
that  the  tournament  was  a  new 
experience  for  most  of  the  players, 
T.E.D.  Director,  C.  W.  Beese,  said 
that  they  had  nothing  on  "Mike 
Jacobs"  Daugherty,  in  his  capacity 
as  tourney  manager.  The  absence 
of  a  P.A.  system,  seats  for  spec- 
tators, and  even  a  score  board,  pro- 
vided mute  testimony  to  the  ac- 
curacy of  the  Beese  statement.  We 
have  it  from  Central  Office  spokes- 
men, that  only  a  chance  remark, 
dropped  before  the  manager,  pre- 
vented the  afternoons  activities 
starting  without  benefit  of  ref- 
erees. From  the  opening  announce- 
ment to  the  presentation  to  the 
Rivets,  of  the  TEDdy  Bear  Trophy 
by  Director  Beese  and  even  to 
the  finals,  a  fast  game  of  button, 
button,  whose  got  the  button, 
Daugherty  wore  a  far-off  but  wor- 
ried look.  Other  worried  looks 
were  worn  by  Poling  until  the  Riv- 
ets commanding  lead  made  the  2-1 
score  he  had  bet  on  seem  sure, 
and  the  subsequent  expression  of 
Indianapolis  manager  A.  W.  Collins 
as  he  envisioned  Poling  ordering  a 
huge  steak  at  his  expense  (How 
big  do  they  come?)  Editor  Spoer- 
hase  lost  a  pound  or  two  before  the 
locals  signed  a  guarantee  for  his 
25  point  win.  Former  Fort  Wayne 
Ass't  Mgr.  Ed  Susat,  now  at  India- 
napolis worried  about  how  Schulz 
could  get  so  accurate  with  his  push 
shots  from  a  way  out.  Every  one 
worried,  for  that  matter,  trying 
to  understand  Coach  Twitchell  feed- 
ing himself  aspirin  tablets  all  af- 
ternoon and  evening. 

Well,  here's  for  a  bigger  and  bet 
ter  tournament  next  year.

Purdue  Is  visited 
By  "Ghosts" 


It  was  a  small  but  well  satisfied 
audience  that  left  the  Purdue  Au- 
ditorium Wednesday  night,  March 
2nd.  They  had  just  seen  the  final 
urtain  come  down  on  "Ghosts," 
presented  by  the  National  Theatre 
inference  Touring  Company. 

The  play  ''Ghosts"  was  written 
by  Henrik  Ibsen,  Norwegian  Dram- 
atist and  poet,  in  1881.  The  theme 
is  centered  on  the  tragedy  of  her- 
editary transmission  of  evil  traits. 
The  scene  is  thd  home  of  Mrs.  Al- 
ving,  competently  portrayed  by  Al- 
ice Wolff.  Ai  the  play  progresses, 
the  weak  character  of  her  late  hus- 
band, who  was  greatly  respected 
by  the  community,  is  revealed.  This 
■evelation  breaks  the  last  link  of 
sanity  held  by  Mrs.  Alving  s  son, 
Oswald,  played  by  Richard  Ulrich. 

The  supporting  cast  include  Jo- 
sephine Justice,  who  plays  the  part 
of  Regina  Engstrand,  Mrs.  Alving's 
servant;  Henry  Biedinger,  .vho  acts 
Regina's  father;  and  Charles 
Aidman,  who  excellently  protrays 
Mrs.  Alving's  pastor. 

The  play  Useii'"wav  acted  very 
well,  although  the  events  progress- 
ed slowly  and  there  was  a  great 
deal  of  detail.  This  is  excusable, 
however,  when  it  is  remembered 
that  the  play  was  written  60  years 
',  when  the  prerequisites  for  a 
good  play  were  very  different  than 
those  required  by  present  dav  the- 
atre audiences. 

The  National  Theatre  Conference 
Touring  Company  was  brought  to 
Fort  Wayne  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Purdue  and  Indiana  Centers 
The  NTC  is  a  cooperative  organiza- 
tion of  directors  of  community  and 
university  theatres,  organized  col- 
lectively to  sorve  non-commercial 
theatres.  It  operates  on  a  grant 
from  the  Rockerfeller  Foundation

Editorial  -  -  - 


No  university  program  is  properly  conceived  if  it  is 
based  upon  a  philosophy  which  provides  no  place  in  the  stu- 
dent life  for  experience  in  the  practical  side  of  getting  along 
in  the  world.    The  confidence  one  can  get  in  his  own  ability 
to  do  things,  the  ability  to  sell  yourself  and  your  ideas  to 
others,  the  willingness  to  assume  responsibility  and  to  know 
what  others  will  hold  one  responsible  for,  are  all  learned  only 
when  experience  is  added  to  academic  discussion.    Many  stu- 
dents with  admirable  academic  records  fail  miserably  after 
graduation  because  they  are  not  willing  or  are  afraid  to  as- 
sume  responsibility,    because   they   lack   the   confidence   oi 
"know  how"  to  go  ahead  with  a  job  or  because  they  lack  the 
ability  to  sell  themselves  to  others.    Class  room  work  is  able 
to  give  us  some  direction  in  these  matters  but  one  never  real- 
ly knows  how  to  do  anything  until  he  has  tried  and  found 
that  he  cannot  do  it.    Confidence,  based  on  reading  and  lec- 
tures only,  is  not  to  be  compared  witn  that  which  has  been 
grounded  in  experience.    To  this  may  be  added  the  develop- 
ment of  the  social  side  of  one's  life.    Man  is  a  social  animal; 
and  not  only  will  his  ability  to  meet  and  get  along  with  people 
help  him  directly  in  his  work,  it  will  help  him  to  find  life  more 
worth  working  for.    Important  as  the  academic  side  is,  it  is 
not  enough.    It  follows  then  that  no  university  student  can  be 
getting  the  full  benefit  of  the  preparation  which  his  school  is 
making  available  to  him  unless  he  is  getting  what  he  can  of 
realistic  experience  which  must  be  his  before  he  can  be  said 
to  be  educated.    P.U.C.  is  trying  to  make  possible  this  side 
of  your  student  life.    The  "RIVETER"  has  been  established, 
not  just  for  interesting  reading  for  the  afternoon  Eucher 
clubs  or  the  coffee  toper.    It  is  to  afford  an  opportunity  for 
twenty  or  more  students  to  get  their  feet  on  the  ground  and 
learn  how  to  deal  with  people  in  the  work  which  one  is  likely 
to  have  to  do.    The  work  on  Building  a  student  government 
and  making  it  go  as  well  as  the  sponsoring  of  student  social 
activities  are  additional  examples.    Their  importance  to  you 
as  a  student  here  should  be  obvious.
